Out of district students are 
here by invitation, by implica- 
tion of an agreement with out- 
side districts. 

If we are making money on the 
97 out of the district students by 
means of State appropriation 
monies at the stated figure per 
pupil, $215, for all pupils, it 
stands to reason we are making 
three times as much for the 306 
Students at University Village as } 
we are for the 97 out of district "" 
students that we publicly know mn 
of, but how many more are there 
that register from out of the dis- 
trict, giving grandma’s or aunt " 
and uncle's address here in 
Albany, 

One of the things I am most 
dubious about in Mr. Forry’s let- 
ter which appeared in the Albany 
Times on Oct. 4, 1967, is the num- 
ber of Albany students going out 
of our district, and I challenge 
members of the Board of Educa- 
tion and Mr. Forry to make ‘pub- 
lic the names and addresses of V 
these 25-30 Albany students, also 
the name of the schools they are 
now attending, 

The reason for my saying this: 

1. In 1964, we were told, we 
did not have a single student go- 
ing out of our district, although . 
we had 70 out of district stu- 
dents. 

2. In 1966, we were told, we 
had two students going out of 
our district, and 80 out of district 
students. 

Now in 1967, we are told we 
have 25-30 students going out of 
our district. Doesn’t this suggest 
to you there is something wrong 
with our Albany School system? 

As for the tax rate, let’s give 
the true figure. Mr. Forry would 
have you believe you are paying 
a tax rate of $5.27 when in fact 
you are paying $5.991, The latter 
figure includes the 35 cents per 
hundred tax collected by the City 
of Albany for the school district, 
What happens to this money, you 
never hear Mr. Forry mention 
this.
